Gray smoke saturated the air

BY QUAKE IN ECUADOR 


Vast Region on Colombia Fron- 
tier Affected, Many Small 
| Toyns Destroyed.

GUAYAQNIL, Ecudor, Dec. 17. 
~—The Ecuadorian Government to- 
day reteived a report from the 
chief of the Northern military sec- 
tiow advising it that the City of 
Tulcan had been destroved by the 
recent violent earthquake. The 
shock was felt as far south as 
Ibarra. (The latest gazeteers give 
Tulcan a populaticen of about 4000. 
Ibarra is nearly 50 miles south of 
Tulcan.) Detachments of the mil- 
itary have been sent to the ruined 
section to protect it against pil- 
lage. ' 

Tulcan did not feel the effect of 
the first shocks to anypgreat ex- 
tent, t lvter in the day five se- 
vere movements were felt. 

Thus far,.according to messages 
from the affected zoné, 27 dead 
have been recovered at Tulean. 
The residents fled the town in a 
panic. i 

Latest dispatches from the Col- 
ombia frontier confirm the early 
reports that a vast region was af- 
fected by numerous earth shocks 
and that many small towns were 
completely destroyed. 

Red Cross delegations have start- 
ed from Quito for the afflicted 
zone. ;

G. French, a Federal @fficer, were

| Deputy to the Sheriff of Mobile 


| County. 


The warrants follow the 
adjournment of the Federal grand 
jury Saturday night which returned 
117 true bills, and, according to ru- 
mors, indicted a number of county 
officials and at least une prom- 
inent city official. 

One of the warrants is a joint 
one charging. that Boyles and 
French attempted to corrupt or 
bribe R. E. Hunt, a member of the 
State law enforcement department, 
while the second warrant served 
only on Boyles, charges that he at- 
tempted to bribe W. H. Holcombe 
Jr., a former Sheriff, and now a 
deputy Sheriff and a member of 
the Alabama Legislature. 

Tells of $150,000 Bribe Offer. 

The charge that “fixera,” repre- 
senting the Hquor traffic, gambling.

law violatiof#?fi Mobile had offered 
him $150,000 as bribe money toe 


was made in a public statement is- 
sued last night by Boyles. 

The statement of the ‘District 
Attorney is a review of incidents 
which led up to the large number 
of indictments returned by the 
grand jury and which it is ru- 
mored will involve a number of 
men in official positions in the 
city and county, as well as per- 
sons who have been identified 
with Mobile political life for years. 

Boyle's statement is a review of 
the entire, activities of Federal ,of- 
ficials in the city of Mobile, which 
reached a climax here thre weeks 
ago when Federal agents swooped 
down on the city, seized ove 
$100,000 worth. of liquors and 
caused the arrest of a large num- 
her of persons. The grand jury 
session followed closely after 
these raids and after three weeks 
of deliferation adjournment was 
taken Saturday night. The re- 
port stated that 117 indictments 
had been returned out of 135 cases 
and that more than 400 chargé 
were contained in the indictments 
returned. some persons being in- 
dicted on as many as 10 counts.

- Aeross Street From Sa- 
loon at 4562 N. Broad- 
way and Falls Dead. 


fig Bumps” Keck, who had 
been arrested 27 times for various 
reasons, staggered across the street 
froma saloon at 4562 North Broad- 
way at 2:15 o'clock this afternoon 
and fell dead, with two bullet 
wounds. 

The police are searching for a 
man, whose name is withheld, who 


rl is reported to have done the shoot- 


ing in the saloon. The statement 
of what happened there is based on 
the story of the bartender, Lee Mc- 


| Millen, who was held for question- 


ing. 

A police Sergeant saw Keck 
lurch across Broadway to the cor- 
ner of Bast Grand avenue. While 
passers-by looked after th® man, 
the officer traced blood stafns to 
the saloon, where he found Mc- 
Millen sweeping up broken glass 
from the floor. The bartender, the 
Sergeant reported, at first denied 
that the shooting had happened 
there, then stated that Keck and 
the other man had entered simu!- 
taneously through different doors, 
just before the shooting. 

Keck and the other man were 
“@id to have been friends: Keck 
called this man a vile name, how- 
ever, McMillen was quoted as say- 
ing, ahd then the subject of this 
abuse drew a revolver and fired 
several shots. | 

Keck was found to have been 
struck by two bullets, one of 
which entered under his right arm- 
pit and emerged through the cheat, 
the other entering the abdomen. 

Keck, whose given name was 
Wiliam, was 36 vears old and 
lived at 1517A Clinton street. -His 
brother, Patrolman George Keck, 
of the North Market Street Dis- 
trict, said that when he saw him 
last. several months ago. “Big 
Bumps” was a bartender at the 
saloon where he was shot and 
whicd is owned by Leo Judd.

As to the bodily resurrection of 
Chri-t. Dr. Parks declared that to 
ingist o. this rather‘ oa on a be- 
lief in the resurrection as purely 
spiritual is to exalt the physica 
over the spiritual. “It heresy 
to make the body morr than the 
spirit. he cried. 

Reicrence to Bishop. 

It is evident, Dr. Parks said, that 
the pastoral letter was directed 
against shop Lawrence of Massa- 
chusetts. one of the leading mod- 
ernists.

SLAYER OF WIFE COMMITTED

Action th Case of E. Ray Tompkins 
Taken After Report of Alien- 
ists Is Submitted.

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Dec. 17.— 
E. Ray Tompkins, real estate man 
and former instructor at the Mil- 
waukee Normal School, harged 
with the murder of his wife, |\Ora 
Belle Tompkins, was ordered com- 
mitted to the criminal insane hos- 
pital at Waupun today by Judge 
A. C. Backus in Municipal Court 
here. A stay of execution until 
Thursday was granted. 

Tompkins is insane, accord- 
ing to the findings of a lun- 
acy commission of five alienists.

Tompkins was arrested follow- 
ing the disappearance of his wife, 
Ora Belle Tompkins on Dec. 6.

Late that afternoon 
Tompkins confessed killing his 
wife.

INCOME TAX FORMS 
GREATLY SIMPLIFIED 


| More Than 4,000,000 Persons 
Will Benefit by Changes 
in One Alone 


| Blank forms for making returns 
for taxation on income earned dur- 
ing 1823 have been greatly simpli- 
fied, Collector of Internal Revenue 
Hellmich said today. The returns 
are to be filed between Jan. 1 and 
March 16. 

The form te be used by persons 
with income of $5000 er less. de- 
rived ehiefly from salary or com- 
missions or both, known as Form 
1040-A, will consist of a singie 
sheet. Space ts provided for an- 
Swers to only three questions :n 
relation to income, salaries, wares, 
commission, etc.; interest en bank 
deposits, notes, mortgages and cor- 
poration bonds and 
come.” Instructions are on the re- 
serve side. 

Former bianks for this class of 
income taxpayers contained six 
pages, the questions pertaining not 
only to salaries and wages, but to 
income from business, professions. 
sales of real estate and other 
It is estimated that for 
the year 1923 more than 4,000,000 
persons in the United States, or 70 
per cent of those regqutred to file 
income tax returns, are tn the class 
of those earning $5000 or less. 

Persons who derived any part of 
their 1823 income from business or 
professions, farming. sale of prop- 
erty or rents, regardiess of the 
amount, will be required to use eae 
more extended form, known as 
Form 1040. This also ts required 
when the met tmcome from any 
source, exceeds $5000. 

The forms will be mafied to per- 
osns who made returns this year 
for tnmcome tax. Because of the 
changs in forms and the fact that 
the collector has no record of 
which form the individual wil re- 
quire, both will be mafled to each 
person, who must determine which 
is to be used.. Persons not recefv- 
ing a form by mall are not excused 
from making a return. The law 
places the burden of making a re- 
turn wupen the individual

Ten Men Dead After Wooden 


Steamer Is Wrecked. 
By the Asvociated Press. 


MARSHFIELD, Ore. Dec. 17.—. 


While attempting to cross out of 
Coos Bay in rough weather yester- 
day, bound for Los Angeles with 
lumber, the wooden steamer, C. A. 


|Smith, was swept on the jetty and . 


| wrecked. 

Of the crew of 24, seven were 
| rescued under tremendous difficul- 
‘ties by the Government coast guard 
erew located here, with their life- 
| boat. Of the remaining 17, observ- 


{ers on shore saw nine men attempt 
to leave the eteamer in a lifeboat. 
| The lifeboat was wrecked and all 


/were lost. An attempt by the coast 
suard crew to go to the wreck was 
‘made late in the day but the ter- 
rific seas prevented a rescue. 

) As darkness fell eight men were 
‘still on board, including Capt. T. 
| Blomburg, master, according to the 
captain of the steamer Cleone, 
iwhich went out just at dusk and 
‘made an ineffectual effort to put 
a line aboard. Capt. Jensen of the 
Cleone said he plainly recognized 
Capt. Blomburg on the C. A. Smith. 
The veesel appeared to be holding 
'together fairly well. Licht was still 
visible on the ship early today but 
waves were still breaking over the 
' sides. 

Seven men who clung last night 
to the wreck put off in one of the 
_ghip's boats early today and were 
| picked up by the tug Oregon. 

An additional casualty of the 
wreck was the drowning of C. N. 
Prescott. mate of the tug Oregon. 
The Oregon had gone out to bring 
in another vessel, but went towards 
the C. A. Smith when that vessel's 
peril was observed. A huge sea 
washed P ott overboard. The 
coast guard lifeboat was just coming 
in with the seven men they had 
taken from the C. A. Smith It 
stopped and the crew ‘picked up 
Prescott, who was apparently dis- 


abled. A comber then partially up- 
set the lifeboat, throwing out Pres- 
eott and ene of the lifeguards. The 
Hfecuard was rescued but Prescott 
was carried away and lost.

This thing isn’t going to last. 

Most thoughtful observers believe that by one road or 
another there is coming, and coming fast, a more equitable 
distribution of wealth than prevails today. Wealth is like 
blood, and the vast national body of us suffers alike from 
apoplexy and from pernicious anemia—too much blood here, 
too little there. It isn’t going to last. But while it does, there’s 
unhappiness enough on this score. 

Unhappiness everywhere, and unhappiness in this question 
of marriage. The man gives up the woman he wants, or slaves 
to make money so that he may ‘‘deserve’’ her. Sometimes he 
drives himself to make it not so scrupulously, not so honestly 
as he might. The woman listens to her family, to her friends, 
to the self-indulgence and cowardice in herself, to her own 
lesser self. ‘‘I’d have to give up so much!’’ And she gives up 
her lover. 

Or, if she does not, 
the best years are past. 

It is all wrong. Risk it! Nothing venture, nothing have! 
Money is good, but love is better. Work together, save to- 
gether, but be together if you greatly desire to be together. 

Marriage and ‘‘Social Equality.’’ 

Of course I am assuming that there exists true love, love 
that is so strong at the center that it cam expand over the 
depth and height and width of things.

In America of all lands we should not get that emphasis,
